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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


In September 1990 the civilian population aged 15 and 
Over was estimated as 13,104,300 persons, of whom 27 
per cent (3,510,900) were born outside Australia. This 
publication focuses on that group of migrants who arrived 
in Australia after 1970 who were aged 18 and over on 
arrival and had obtained permanent residency status. In 
this Summary of Findings this group is referred to simply 
as ‘Migrants’. 


The number of such migrants was estimated to be 
1,158,900 at September 1990, representing 9 per cent of 
the civilian population aged 15 and over. In March 1987, 
migrants represented 7 per cent of the civilian population 
aged 15 and over (Table 1).

Migration category—(Table 2 and Diagram 2) 


Migrants have been classified to various migration 
categories. Some 53 per cent (615,600) were classified as 
principal applicants, while a further 22 per cent (255,700) 
arrived as the partner of a principal applicant. An 
estimated 160,500 (14%) were classified as migrants from 
New Zealand. 


Of the principal applicants: 


¢ 267,900 (44%) were sponsored by family 


¢ 48,400 (8%) were sponsored by an employer 
or other organisation 


¢ 262,900 (43%) arrived unsponsored 
¢ 33,800 (5%) arrived as refugees. 


Unemployment—(Table 2) 


At September 1990 the unemployment rate for migrants 
was 9.7 per cent. The unemployment rate varied according 
to migration category. For principal applicants the 
unemployment rate was 9.6 per cent while for those who 
were partners of principal applicants the rate was 11.6 per 
cent. Migrants from New Zealand had an unemployment 
rate of 7.0 per cent. 


Labour force participation—(Table 2) 


The labour force participation rate for migrants at 
September 1990 was 71.5 per cent, with rates of 86.0 per 
cent and 57.5 per cent for males and females 
respectively. 


Participation rates of 82.5 per cent and 83.0 per cent 
were recorded for the migration categories New Zealand 
and principal applicant (unsponsored) respectively. For 
sponsored principal applicants the participation rate was 
68.5 per cent.

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Birthplace—(Table 4 and Diagram 3) 


An estimated 39 per cent of persons who migrated to 
Australia in the period 1971-1990 were born in Europe. 
A further 36 per cent of migrants who arrived in this 
period were born in Asia. 


Persons who gave Asia as their birthplace had the highest 
unemployment rate of 12.9 per cent, followed by those 
who gave Africa and Europe as their birthplace (each with 
an unemployment rate of 8.7%). Persons whose birthplace 
was America or Oceania had the lowest unemployment 
rates at 7.2 and 7.3 per cent respectively. 


Persons who gave Oceania as their birthplace had the 
highest participation rate of 82.1 per cent, while those 
who stated Asia as their birthplace recorded the lowest 
participation rate at 65.6 per cent. 
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Main source of income—(Table 5) 


Of the 587,000 female migrants, 46 per cent received a 
wage or salary as their main source of income at 
September 1990, 19 per cent nominated government 
pension or benefit, 6 per cent relied on their own business 
or partnership, 2 per cent received investment or interest, 
less than 1 per cent received superannuation, while 26 per 
cent reported ‘other’ sources (which includes nil income). 


Of the 571,900 male migrants, 66 per cent received a 
wage or salary as their main source of income at 
September 1990, 15 per cent nominated government 
pension or benefit, 11 per cent relied on their own 
business or partnership, 2 per cent received investment or 
interest, 1 per cent received superannuation, while 5 per

Occupation—(Table 7 and Diagram 5) 

The proportion of migrants who arrived in the period 
1981-1990 who had a job just before migration was 66 
per cent, as it was for migrants who arrived during the 
period 1971-1980. 


Of the 568,500 persons who had a job just before 
migration and were employed at September 1990, some 
300,800 (53%) remained in the same occupation. The 
proportion of migrants whose occupation at September 
1990 was the same as before migration, varied across 
occupation groups as follows: 


¢ 42 per cent for Managers and administrators 
¢ 65 per cent for Professionals 


e 45 per cent for Para-professionals 


¢ 62 per cent for Tradespersons 


e 52 per cent for Clerks 


e 39 per cent for Salespersons and personal 
service workers 


e 41 per cent for Plant and machine 
operators and drivers 


e 44 per cent for Labourers and related workers. 


Education—(Table 8) 


On arrival in Australia, 579,700 migrants had post-school 
qualifications and 579,200 had no post-school 
qualifications. Of the migrants with post-school 
qualifications, 245,300 (42%) had a certificate or diploma, 
176,500 (30%) had a trade qualification or apprenticeship 
and 146,800 (25%) had a degree.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the September 1990 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Of the respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were details of 
country of last residence, members of their family who 
travelled to Australia with them, family already in 
Australia, whether they had a job just before migrating, 
occupation at September 1990, their highest educational 
qualification before and after migrating to Australia, main 
source of income at September 1990 and their sponsorship 
classification. 


Scope 


3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described 
in full in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) except 
that it was restricted to persons who were not born in 
Australia and who arrived in Australia after 1970 aged 18 
or more and were allowed to stay permanently. 


Coverage 


4. In the population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more details. 


Definitions 


5. Further definitions of labour force and demographic 
classifications appearing in this publication are given in 
The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


6. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication relate to the week before the interview 
(i.e. the reference weck). 


Results of the survey 


7. Due to differences in the method of estimation used 
in this supplementary survey and that used in the labour 
force survey, there are some small variations between es- 
timates in this publication and those in the corresponding 
issue Of The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


8. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted in 
March 1984, Characteristics of Migrants Aged 18 Years 
and Over at Time of Arrival and Who Arrived After 1960, 
Australia, March 1984 (6250.0), and March 1987, Labour 
Force Status and Other Characteristics of Migrants, 
Australia, March 1987 (6250.0) have been given in pre- 
vious issues of this publication. It is proposed that this 
survey will be conducted next in September 1993. 


Comparability of series 


9. It is impracticable to obtain information relating to a 
long period of time which is strictly comparable with that 
obtained in the monthly labour force survey for which the 
reference period is one week. The definitions used in 
determining the labour force status of persons in the 
monthly survey depend on a detailed set of questions 
asked about a person’s labour force activity during the 
reference period. For the survey of labour force status and 
other characteristics of migrants a person is assigned to a 
labour force category before migration on the basis of a 
more limited set of questions. It is for this reason that 
‘Had a job’ and ‘Did not have a job’ are used to describe 
pre-migration labour force status and the more rigidly 
defined employed and unemployed (as used in the month- 
ly labour force survey) are used to describe labour force 
Status at September 1990. 


Discontinuities in series 


10. All surveys prior to September 1990 were run in 
March. The estimates for this survey are not strictly com- 
parable with those obtained from previous surveys. The 
scope of the surveys run prior to September 1990 included 
persons who arrived in Australia after 1960. In September 
1990 the survey was restricted to persons who arrived in 
Australia after 1970. Historical estimates contained in this 
publication have been revised to enable comparisons of 
estimates from this survey with those from surveys con- 
ducted prior to September 1990. 


Estimation procedure 


11. The estimates are derived from the population survey 
by use of a ratio estimation procedure, which ensures that 
the estimates conform to an independently estimated dis- 
tribution of the population for each capital city and 
remainder of State by age, gender and labour force status, 
rather than to the corresponding distribution within the 
sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 
12. Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling 
and non-sampling errors. For further information refer to 
the Technical Note, page 17.

TECHNICAL NOTE 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability, that is, 
they may differ from those that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an es- 
timate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the number that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


2. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication. A 
table of standard errors for general application is given on 
the following page. Since they are averages based on cal- 
culations for a limited number of past surveys over a wide 
range of labour force characteristics these numbers will 
not give a precise measure of the standard error of a par- 
ticular estimate but they will provide an indication of its 
magnitude. 


3. An example of the calculation and the use of stand- 
ard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as follows. 
Table 3 shows the estimated number of persons who ar- 
rived in Australia after 1970 aged 18 and over as 
1,158,900. Since this estimate is between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000 the standard error for Australia will be between 
11,100 and 14,300 in the standard error table and can be 
approximated as 11,600 (rounded to the nearest 100). 
Therefore, there are about two chances in three that the 
value that would have been produced if all dwellings had 
been included in the survey will fall in the range 
1,147,300 to 1,170,500 and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the value will fall within the range 1,135,700 
to 1,182,100. This example is illustrated in the following 
diagram. 


4. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this publication, only estimates with 
relative standard errors of 25 per cent or less and percent- 
ages based on such estimates are considered sufficiently 
reliable for most purposes. However, estimates and per- 
centages with larger relative standard errors have been 
included and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4) to in- 
dicate they are subject to high standard errors and should 
be used with caution.

5. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of 
two estimates are also subject to sampling errors. The size 
of the error depends on the accuracy of both the 
numerator and the denominator. A formula to approximate 
the relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is: 


RSE (x/y) = V[RSE (x)]2 - [RSE (y)]2 


6. Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, of 
the 1,158,900 persons who arrived in Australia after 1970 
aged 18 and over, there were approximately 659,400 persons 
or 56.9 per cent whose country of last residence was other 
than main English speaking. The standard error of 659,400 
is approximately 9,300 so the relative standard error is 1.4 
per cent. The relative standard error for 1,158,900 is 1.0 per 
cent. Applying the above formula, the relative standard error 
of the proportion is v(1.4)2 - (1.0)2 or 1.0 per cent, giving 
a standard error for the proportion (56.9 per cent) of 0.6 
percentage points. Therefore, there are about two chances 
in three that the proportion of persons who’s last country 
of residence was other than main English speaking is be- 
tween 56.3 per cent and 57.5 per cent and nineteen 
chances in twenty the proportion was within the range 
55.7 per cent to 58.1 per cent. 


7. Published estimates may also be used to calculate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such an estimate is subject to sampling 
error. The sampling error of the difference between two 
estimates depends on their standard errors and the 
relationship (correlation) between them. An approximate 
standard error (SE) of the difference between two es- 
timates (x-y) may be calculated by the following formula: 


SE (x-y) = V[SE (x)]2 + [SE (y)]? 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or 
subpopulations it is expected to provide a good 


approximation for all differences likely to be of interest in 
this publication. 


8. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
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made in coding and processing data. Inaccuracies of this 
kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count 
or a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the non-sam- 
pling error to a minimum by careful design of 
questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of inter- 
viewers and efficient operating procedures.

Applicant status: principal applicants, partners of principal 
applicants or other applicants (dependents of principal 
applicants) status as registered on the migration 
application form. 


Birthplace: 


(a) Africa includes: Egypt, Kenya, Mauritius, South 


Africa, Uganda, Zimbabwe; 


(b) America includes: Argentina, Canada, Chile, 
Mexico, United States of America, Uruguay; 


(c) Asia includes: China, Cyprus, Hong Kong, India, 
Indonesia, Iran, Israel, Japan, Jordan, Kampuchea, 
Korea, Kuwait, Lebanon, Malaysia, Philippines, 
Saudi Arabia, Singapore, Sri Lanka, Syria, Taiwan, 
Thailand, Turkey, Viet Nam; 


(d) Europe includes: Czechoslovakia, France, Ger- 
many, Greece, Italy, Malta, Netherlands, Poland, 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden, United Kingdom and 
Ireland, USSR, Yugoslavia; 


(e) Oceania includes: Fiji, New Caledonia, New 
Zealand, Papua New Guinea. 


Certificate or diploma: completion of an approved 
certificate or diploma in secretarial or business studies, 
administration, teaching, nursing, etc. 


Country of last residence: the country in which the person 
last lived; see Birthplace for country classification. 


Degree: a bachelor degree (including honours), a graduate 
or post-graduate diploma, masters degree or a doctorate. 


Educational attainment: measures the highest qualification 
obtained by the respondent. Qualifications may include 
those obtained at other than educational institutions (e.g 
nursing qualifications obtained at a hospital). 


Employed: persons aged 15 and over who, during the 
reference week: 


(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, profit, com- 
mission or payment in kind in a job or business, or 
on a farm (comprising employees, employers and 
self-employed persons); or 


(b) worked for one hour or more without pay in a 
family business or on a farm (i.e. unpaid family 
helpers); or 


(c) were employees who had a job but were: on paid 
leave; on leave without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the reference week; stood 
down without pay because of bad weather or plant 


breakdown at their place of employment for less 
than four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week; on strike or locked out; on workers’ com- 
pensation and expected to be returning to their job; 
or receiving wages or salary while undertaking 
full-time study; or 


(d) were employers, self-employed persons or unpaid 
family helpers who had a job, business or farm, but 
were not at work. 


Family: two or more related persons usually resident in 
the same household at the time of the survey. A family 
comprises a married couple or a family head together with 
any persons having any of the following relationship to 
them: 


(a) sons or daughters of any age, if not married and 
with no children of their own at present; or 


(b) other relatives if not accompanied by a spouse, 
sons or daughters, or parents of their own; or 


(c) any children under 15 years of age who do not 
have a parent present. 


Migrant: is a person who was not born in Australia and 
who was a permanent resident of Australia at the time of 
the survey. 


Occupation: Unless otherwise specified, all occurrences of 
Occupation in this publication refer to Major Group as 
defined by the Australian Standard Classification of 
Occupation (ASCO) 1986.

Unsponsored: Migrants who were unsponsored include 
those who came to Australia under special eligibility 
criteria - including those who didn’t need a visa (eg from 
New Zealand and/or they had New Zealand citizenship) 
and those who had some entitlement to come to Australia 
(includes refugees).
